Two Specie Election Requirements must be elected: 
First Specie Requirement: 

This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species of the claimed invention: 

Distinct species of structures of the hypercrosslinked resin limitations are set 
forth in the instant claims wherein such structures are directed generic unspecified resin 
(instant claim 1) or, alternatively, to polyaromatic resin (instant claims 5 etc). Such 
resins would have differing psoralen binding characteristics which would require a 
separate and undue search burden if searched together. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. Currently, claims 1-4, 8, 10-15, and 21-24 are generic to 
the above species.
